High License Advancing. 


The advanced thought of the age 
is pronounced in favor of high 
license. The leaders of every land 
are virtually a unit on the subject. 
One of the greatest meetings in 
the history of San Francisco was 
held at the Grand Opera House, 
on Monday evening. It was pre- 
sided over by ex-Governor Geo. 
(. Perkins, and had a hundred 
vice-presidents, consisting of such 
menas Rev. Dr. Reed, Colambus 
Bartlett, A. L. Bancroft, W. H. 
Mills, and most of the ministers, 
judges anu leaders in every walk 
oflife. Archbishop Riordan de- 
livered: the leading address. He 
did not favor prohibition, as it 
forced men into ilicit ways of pro- 
curing hquor. A wise and rational 
legislation was required. No law 
at all is better than a law that can- 
not be enforced. There are four 
elements that must go together in 
restricting the use of liquor--edu- 
cation, religion, social custom; and 
legislation. High license is the 
only feasible plun for decreasing 
the number of saloons. 

“Temperance,” he said, “means 
the assistance of mankind. To find 
that the best men of the commun- 
ity are willing to lend a patient ear 
aud to assist in doing something to 
check the vice that is undermbgitig 
our nataral rights is very encour- 
aging. 

His Grace cited many Scriptural 
quotations to demonstrate that 
there had been many protests 
against drunkenness. 
the great apostles had furnished 
inspiration iu every age, yet the 
evil remains and is on the increase. 
lorg hours of drudgery, business 
cares, the wretched manner in 
which the poorer classes are housed 
in the great cities, and the prevail- 
ing existence in which people live 
were listed as among the causes of 
the use of stimulants. No age or. 
sex isexempt. The richest cannot 
ward it off, nor poverty prevent it. 

“With fiendish malice,” contined 
the lecturer, “it seems to revel 

-where honor and virtue are natur- 
' ally enthroned. All it touches are 
marked for death, and it is a blight 
on domestic peace and the joys of 
home. It eats into the vitals of 
life, and: drags its victims down to 
the level of bea-ts, and sometimes 
lower. It impairs and shatters 
natural faculties, and man becomes 
aslave to the devouring passivn. 
This vice makes war directly on 
society, and makes man unfit for 
the obligations society puté upon 
him.” 

Reference was made to the views 
of Leo XIII, Cardinal Manning 
Gladstone, Sir. William Harcourt, 
Chief Justice Davis of New York 
and the late William Windom on 
the-subject of temperance. 

In concluding, the lecturer made 
an eloguent appeal for assistance 
in making temperance an honor- 
able thing aud drunkenness dis- 
* honorable. 

After the address the Chairman 
cxlled attention to petitions that 
were being distributed for signa- 
ture. These petitions ask the 
Board of Supervisors to raise the 
quarterly license for retailing in- 
toxicating liquors from #21 to $150.
